Consequently, the subject matter of claim 1 is 
already known from Dl . 

3 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2-10 

Claims 2-10 do not contain any features which, in 
combination with the features of any claim to which 
they refer, meet the PCX requirements for novelty 
and inventive step:
